I n a recent issue, the Miami, Florida, Herald, takes the Min­ 
neapolis Journal to task and the Florida paper declares the state 
is not having a boom, and that it just dreads such a possibility as 
a boom. 
Says the Herald: "In characterizing the splendid progress 
made in Florida in recent years as a feverish boom, the Journal 
shows that it is not familiar with conditions in Florida.’’ 
As a matter of fact. Florida has only been discovered a very 
short time. 
For years the state has lieen preparing for what is 
now occurring. 
Much preliminary pioneer work has been done 
and when ready, the stale began to advertise its advantages of 
soil und climate and in response to that has come this great influx 
of population demanding homes and farms, and places in which 
to do business. That demand has not been supplied as yet. 
Mean­ 
while men of millions have discovered that Florida, Miami especi­ 
ally, offers them the finest place as a winter residence that can 
he found anywhere, and they are taking advantage of the oppor­ 
tunities. 
All this has created a great demand for real estate. 
But it 
is not strictly a boom. 
The fear of Florida, concludes the Miami 
Herald, is that it may develop into one. 
It is worth noting, in reading the Florida paper's position, 
that the state began prospering when its campaign of advertis­ 
ing was presented to (lie world. 
The rarest flower will blush un­ 
seen unless its presence is broadcast. The days of building mouse 
traps, really excellent ones, with the factory located in tin woods 
and the public, of its own accord, discovering such bu per-excel 
lence and of its own accord w earing a path to the secluded manu­ 
facturing institution-—those days of merchandising are gone, 
lf 
you have anything of merit these days, whether it’s California 
sunshine or Florida climate and soil, it must be advertised to reach 
the great mass of the people. 
P rin te r’s ink has had a great deal 
to do in the advancement of Florida. The advertising has ranged 
from newspapers and magazines to beautifully colored literature, 
and it has been placed at most opportune times. 
As to whether Florida is really enjoying a boom, We leave it 
to our Brainerd colony that visited tin state last winter. 
In Mi­ 
ami they found the real estate markej so active that many real 
eaate men and bankers hesitated to place valuations on certain 
properties, because they were recording the most unusual ad­ 
vances.

PI HEH MHH ED HE REPRESENTED 


T he public, which is very largely interested and which has 
been invited, should be represented at the hearing of the Minne­ 
sota Railroad and Warehouse Commission, to lie held Friday, May 
29, at the State Capitol in St. Paul, taking up safety provisions 
at railway crossings. 
In formal language, the secretary of the commission, Thomas 
Yapp, states that 
at the session of 1925, the Legislature for the 
state of Minnesota, passed House File No. 178, being ‘An Act to 
be enforced from and after its passage,’ which provides for the 
m anner of constructing highway crossings on railroads, and for 
the construction and maintenance of certain signs at the cross­ 
ings of railroads, streets and public highways, and regulating the 
use of such crossings by the public and for the establishment, 
vacation and re-location of such crossings, and for additional safe­ 
guards at dangerous grade crossings, and providing penalties,” 
The .meeting is called so that the public, the state highway 
commission and railroad companies may discuss the m atter with 
the railroad and warehouse commission and carry out the direc­ 
tions of the legislature. 
The growing number of crossing accidents makes it neces­ 
sary to enforce highway crossing regulations and rules. 
The 
accident at Aitkin Saturday night where one man was killed and 
four injured is an example of lax action on the part of automobile 
drivers in observing the simplest of crossing rules. 
Tho old rail­ 
road adage of "Stop, Look and Listen” is probably never observed 
by the majority of automobile drivers. We do not refer to the bus 
drivers, who bring their busses to a full stop and then scan Hie 
tracks before crossing. 
Brainerd has had several crossing accidents fatal in their na­ 
ture. 
In one a woman was killed and in another two men lost 
th eir lives. 
The highway department in laying out its trunk roads is en­ 
deavoring in every way possible to avoid unnecessary crossing of 
tracks. F or instance the new route of Trunk Highway No.27 from 
Belle Prairie to Brainerd will continue on tin' west side of the 
Northern Pacific tracks and avoid any crossings. 
At present the 
highway makes two crossings at Crow W ing postoffice, one ol 
which, being a short double turn like a "Z”, is particularly dan­ 
gerous to fast drivers at night making their first run in that 
section.

T he public, which is very largely interested and which has 
been invited, should be represented at the hearing of the Minne­ 
sota Railroad and Warehouse Commission, lo be held Friday, May 
29, at the State Capitol iii St. Paul, taking up safety provisions 
at railway crossings. 
In formal language, the secretary of tin1 commission, Thorns; 
Yapp, states that “at the session of 1925, the Legislature for the 
state of Minnesota, passed House File No. 178, being ‘An Ae! to 
be enforced from and after its passage,’ which provides for the 
manner of constructing highway crossings on railroads, and for 
the construction and maintenance of certain signs at I In* cross­ 
ings of railroads, streets and public highways, and regulating the 
use of such crossings by the public and for the establishment, 
vacation and re-loeation of such crossings, and for additional safe­ 
guards at dangerous grade crossings, and providing penalties.” 
The meeting is called so that the public, the state highway 
commission and railroad companies may discuss the matter with 
the railroad and warehouse commission and carry out the direc­ 
tions of the legislature. 
The growing number of crossing accidents makes it neces­ 
sary to enforce highway crossing regulations and rules. 
The 
accident at Aitkin Saturday night where erne man was killed and 
four injured is an example of lax action on tile part of automobile 
drivers in observing tin simplest of crossing rules. 
The old rail­ 
road adage of “Stop, Look and Listen” is probably never observed 
by the majority of automobile drivers. 
We do not refer to the bus 
drivers, who bring their busses to a full stop and then scan the 
tracks before crossing. 
Brainerd has had several crossing accidents fatal in their na­ 
ture. 
In one a woman was killed and in another two men lost 
their lives. 
The highway department in laying out its trunk roads is en­ 
deavoring in every way possible to avoid unnecessary crossing of 
tracks. For instance the new route of Trunk Highway No.27 from 
Belle Prairie to Brainerd will continue on the west side of the 
Northern Pacific tracks and avoid any crossings. 
At present the 
highway makes two crossings at Crow Wing postoffice, one ot 
which, being a short double turn like a “Z”, is particularly dan­ 
gerous to fast drivers at night making their first run in tim1 
section.

Boonesborough* Symbol of 
Frontier America 
Rooncsborongh is more than Ken­ 
tucky** most fatuous fort, 
it Is a na 
tiotial liiudnmrk whose palisaded walls 
symbolise the American frontier and 
its name stands as a monument to the 
memory 
of 
Daniel 
Boone, the 
one 
great American pioneer. 
Krlef as was 
its existence, there arc few forts wit ti 
a more romantic history. 
In 1773 Col. Richard Henderson, a 
North Carolina lund speculator, sent 
Daniel Boone to survey a road into 
Kentucky, 
th e 
"D ark 
and 
Bloody 
Ground,“ and to build a fort there. 
Boone set out with 20 men and, utter 
several 
skirmishes 
with 
hostile In­ 
dians, he reached his goul April I, and 
on April 20 began building a fort. 
Since Boonesborough was typical of 
all frontier forts, it Is worthy of de­ 
scription. 
At each of the four corners 
was u two story blockhouse. 
A series 
of little cabins placed close together, 
with their roofs sloping iuwurd, was 
built along the sides, and the space in 
between these cabins was filled up with 
palisades. 
There were heavy gates Iii 
trout and back and the whole tort in­ 
closed a space 2tK) feet long and ISO 
feet 
wide. 
The walls, which were 
about twelve feet high, were loopholed 
for rifle fire, and there was hardly a 
nail or piece of iron in it. 
From the date of Its establishment 
then* was always something thrilling 
taking place, 
in July, 1770, occurred 
the Capture of the Boone and Callaway 
girls and their romantic rescue soon 
afterwards. The next year the Indians 
attacked 
Boonesborough 
and 
Simon 
Kenton made his famous rescue of 
Daniel Boone. 
In September of that 
year the British and Indians again be­ 
sieged the fort after they had called 
out the frontiersmen for a council, and 
their treacherous attack 
under 
the 
white flag had failed. 
During this 
siege the Indians tried to get into tile 
fort by digging under It. 
"W hat are 
you roil rascals doing there?" one old 
frontiersman yelled to the savages In 
their own tongue. 
“Digging," was the 
return yell. “ Blow you all to the devil 
soon; what you do?” 
"Oh," was the 
cheerful reply, “we’re dlggtug to meet 
you and Intend to bury 300 of you.” 
Such were th e Incidents which make 
up 
the 
history 
of 
Boonesborough. 
After the Indian wars were over this 
pioneer station lost its Importance and 
never became the metropolis of the 
state of Kentucky, as It once promised 
to do. 
Today Boonesborough is noted 
as a pleasure resort Where hundreds 
go every year to play- a strange con­ 
trast to the gritu s c e n e s It witnessed 
in the days of Daniel Boone.

Boonesborough is m o re than K e n ­ 
tucky's most fa m o u s fort. 
It is a na 
tional land mark whose palisaded wails 
symbolize til** American fr ontier and 
Its nam** stand s a s a m onum ent to the 
memory 
of 
Daniel 
Boone, 
the 
on** 
grea t American pioneer. 
Brief as was 
its existence, there a re few forts with 
a more romantic history. 
In 1775 Col. R ich a rd Henderson, a 
North Carolina lund speculator, sent 
Daniel Boun** to survey a road Into 
Kentucky, 
the 
“ D ark 
an d 
Bloody 
Ground," and to build a fort there. 
Boone set out with 20 men and, utte r 
several 
skirmishes 
with 
hostile 
In­ 
dians, he reach ed his g o a l April I, and 
on April ‘JO began building a fort. 
Since Boonesborough w as typical of 
all frontier forts, It Is worthy of de­ 
scription. 
At each of the four corners 
w as a two story blockhouse. 
A series 
of little cabins place*! close together, 
with their roofs sloping inward, was 
built along the sides, an d th** space In 
between these cabins w a s filled up with 
palisades. 
There w ere heavy g a te s la 
front an d back and th e whole fort In­ 
closed a space ‘260 feet long aud 1.50 
feet 
wide. 
T h e walls, which were 
about twelve feet high, were loophole*! 
for rifle tire, and th e r e w as hardly a 
nail or piece of iron in it. 
Fro m the date of its establishment 
th ere was always som eth ing thrilling 
taking place. 
In July, 1776, occurred 
the c ap tu r e of the Boone and Callaway 
girls an d their ro m anti c rescue soon 
aft erwards. The next y e a r the Indians 
atta* ked 
Boonesborough 
and 
Simon 
Kenton made his fa m o u s rescue of 
Daniel Boone. 
In S epte m ber of that 
year the British and Indians again be­ 
sieged the fort a fte r they h a d called 
out the frontiersmen for a council, and 
their 
treacherous 
a tta c k 
under 
tile 
white flag had 
failed. 
During this 
siege the Indians tried to get into tile 
fort by digging u n d e r it. 
"W h a t are 
you red rascals doing there?" one old 
fron tiersm an veiled to the savages In 
their ow n tongue. 
"Digging," was th e 
return yell. "Blow yo u all to the devil 
soon; w hat you do?” 
"Oh," was the 
cheerful reply, "w e ’re digging to meet 
you ami Intend to bury 500 of you.’* 
Such were the Incidents which m ake 
up 
th e 
history 
of 
Boonesborough. 
After th e Indian w ars were over this 
pioneer station lost Its Importance and 
never became the metropolis of the 
state o f Kentucky, as it once promised 
to do. 
Today Boonesborough is noted 
as a pleasure resort w here hund reds 
go every y ear to play— a strang e con­ 
trast to the grim s c e n e s It witnessed 
in the days of Daniel Boone.
